This made the Captain the better with 
his Gueſts, and he very civilly invited them to 
take a ſmall Repaſt of what the Houſe afforded; 
begging they would not put themſelves under any 
Reftraint, or be in the leaſt apprehenſive of any 
ill Conſequences from this Adventure; for they 
fhould meet with no other Uſage, than what they 


As the Ladies were pretty much horraſſed by 
their wet Journey, and Encounter with the Wo- 
men-of the Town ; they were all three heartily 
glad of the Refreſhment and Entertainment they 
met with. Therefore Mrs. Sprightly declared, 
that as the Gentlemen had behaved ſo honoura- 
bly, ſhe ſhould not be at all afraid to accept 
their Offer; but deſired one Favour in Return, 
which was, that whatever was provided for them, 
they themſelves would be at the Expence of it. 
T his the Gentlemen declared they could not grant, 
as it would be an Affront to them to be treated 
by Ladies, whom they had taken into their Pro- 


had hitherto experienced. 


tection. But while the Matter was debating, the 


Captain ſt out of the Room, and ordered 


a Diſh of Veal Cutlets, and three Wild Ducks 


to be got ready; and, on his Return, acquainted 
the Company that he had ordered a Suppet at his 


own Charge and Option: But as he had been fo 


rude, without conſulting their Palates, he begged 
they would not puniſh him for it, by making 
him eat by himſelf. To which Lady Betty, who 
had now got ſome Spirits, replied, that the be- 

ing 
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ing guilty of fuch Rudeneſs to their Deliverers, 
. be more uncivil than making the Gentle 
men pay the Charge of the Entertainment; and, 
therefore, ſhe very readily agreed to ſhare with 
them in the Repaſt, even if they would not per- 
mit her the Pleaſure of defraying the Expence. 

Supper was ſoon ſet on the Table; and nothing 
but innocent Mirth and Politeneſs appeared among 
the Company, during the whole Time. When 
after a Glafſes of. Wine, the Clock ſtruck 
one, and the Ladies began to think of with- 
drawing: W the Bill was called, and 
the Gentlemen inſiſting defraying the 
Charge, the Ladies conſented, upon their being 
permitted to gratify the Waiters, to whom they 
gave a Crown, beſides what they gave the Maid 
for drying their Things, and attending them. Two 
Coaches were ſoon procured z and the Gentlemen 
deſired, that one of them might attend the La- 
dies Home in- the one Coach, while the others. 
followed in another. But Lady Betty kindly- 
thanked them in the Name of the reſt, and begs» 
ged to be excuſed accepting this Favour z as their 
being known to be in any Gentlemen's Company 
ſo late at Ni ight, might be of dangerous Conſe- 

quence to Reputations. This and ſome 
— Arguments, prevailed with the 
Bucks to agree to "The Ladies Requeſt z and after 
a civil Salute, and mutually wiſhing each other 
good Night, the Gentlemen handed the three 
Ladies mto a Coach ; which they ordered to drive 
into the City ; and then ſtepped back into the 
Tavern together, to take another Bottle by them- 
ſelves and confer upon this Adventure,

The three Ladies drove a pretty. Way up 
Fleet-Street, before they could - agree whether to 
return Home, or to purſue the Deſign they had 
ſet out upon; eſpecially as they had already been 
ſo horribly- frightened, They had ordered the 
Coach to drive into the City, E to prevent 
any of their late Companions from diſcovering 
in what Part of the Town they lived, if they 


ſhould follow them: To diſcern which, Mrs. 
Him every now and then put her Head out of 


the Coach Windows; but ſeeing none of the 
Sparks, they ordered the Coachman to ſtop, 
while they held a Conſultation together ; when it, 
was determined to drive back towards Temple Bar, 
that Mrs. Flim ſhould get out at a little Diſtance, 
and go to the Tavern, where they expected to 
find Dorimant and his Companions, to enquire 
after them. | 
- This was done accordingly ; and on her com- 
ing to the Bar ſhe was informed, that he and an- 
other Gentleman, and two Ladies were above 
Stairs, She perceived a Coach waiting at the 
Door, and was hardly got out of the Houſe when 
ſhe heard it draw up; and ſtanding a little aſide, .

They generouſly paid the Man 
what he deſired, which was half a Crown, and 
then trudged on a Foot after the other Coach, 
that was ftill within Sight: But walking ſlowly, 
not knowing their Way very well, it ſoon drove 
away from them : When hearing the Sound of 
another, which they took to be the ſame, as it 
went towards Covent-Garden, they followed it. 

This Coach drove to a Street adjoining to 
Covent Garden, and ſtopt at a Door where was a 
Lamp.

The Chairmen preſently ſcrambled up the 
Money; but making ſome Noiſe and Buſtle 
about dividing it amongſt themſelves, the La- 
dies thought proper to withdraw, for fear of a 
Riot enſuing, and directly walked homewards;

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Authority the Conſtable had to moleſt People, 
who could give a good Account of themſelves, and 
were going quietly home to their Habitations;
